Fertility of American Soils. 


;-.'M Thc term fertility, as now o-eherally 
unedljy writerrbn agriculture, express- 
es tho amount, of plant food that is pres- 
ent in tho soil in a form to be taken ut> 
]>y tho-growing-crops. This fertility is 
best measured by the crops which "the 
soil will produce, but owing to so many 
modifying causes, it is safe to judge of 
the state of fertility of any soil onlv 
.aftorthrqo or more .or.ops. have boon 
"growni A soil may be rich, but for 
some other reason produce, for exam- 
ple, only a small crop of corn this year, 
owing,-it may be, to excessive dryness 
or tho reverse, to poor seed and other 
modifying causes. 


It is n natural question to ask whotico 


this fertility comes, and in what chemic- 
al elements and compounds it consists. 
In aftsMmring this question, the features 
or an infertile or barren, or as it is most 
frequently called, an exhausted soil, will 
bo brought forward' as tho natural op- 
posite of fortuity. 
A fertile soil, one 


that is capable under favorable circum- 
stances of producing a payin<* crop, 
must contain all of .those elements of 
food that agricultural plants derive from 
the soil, and, as before stated, in avail- 
able form. This last clause is of groat 
importance, for tho soil may contain a 
full complement of food elements, but 
have one or more locked up in somo 
insoluble form, in which state it is of 
very little use. A soil that has all those 
elements of plant food, without their 
having been added by the hand oj man, 
may bo termed naturally fertile soil- 
one that of itself will produce good 
crops of grain, roots, etc. Such arc tho 
rich virgin soil of all new countries, as 
tho vast areas of the Mississippi Valley, 
when they wore first broken by thc 
plow, and much of tho far Wost that is 
now being brought into cultivation. A 
soil that is naturally poor or infertile 
may bo made to produce paying crops, 
by adding the elements of plant food in 
the form of barnyard manure, or its 
equivalent in commercial fertilizers. 


In tho same way, a soil that was once 


naturally fertile, but has become poor 
or exhausted by constant cropping, may 
be restored to its original virgin fertil- 
ity or kept in a sufficiently fertile state 
to produce good crops. This last is the 
work of the farmer in all old countries; 
thc keeping up. of tho fertility of the 
soil is the problem, often perplexing 
and difficult, that all farmers upon old 
land have to work out during their 
whole lives. With them tho soil is i a 
"machine," or perhaps more evidently, 
a "factory," in which tho plants work, 
and out of tho crude materials supplied 
to tho aoil, together with those fur- 
nished by the air, they make tha»eub- 
stance of their stem, leaf, fruit and 
grain. In this sense a large farm may 
bo^a thousand-acre "factory" whore 
grains and fruits, leaf and wool, are 
made from tho crude materials, which 
must in good part bo supplied by the 
farmer to tho soil. All of the farrninn- 
in the countries of the old world an3 
much of that in tho older-settled parts 
of the new is of this "factory" kind, 
where thc most successful farmer is he 
who knows best how much of the raw 
material to put into tho "factory," and 
how and when it ia best to do it. Ho 
is also the one who runs tho grain arirt 
leaf-producing "mill" with thegroatest 
economy—with the least wear and tear 
upon • the machinery, so to spaak, and 
sells his goods at tho right time and 
place, and therefore at the groatestproflt. 


There is another stylo of farming 


which is moro largely practiced in 
America than anywhere else; namely, 
the farming upon new and rich soil—a 
soil that has a virgin fertility sufficient 
to grow largo crops, and no addition 
of fertilizers of any kind is needed. 
Tho fact that wo havo such land and 
such farming is felt the world over, 
and gives the American virgin-soil 
farmer certain important advantages 
overall who must food their soil be- 
fore a crop can bo raised with success. 
It is simply a process of taking off from 
the soil with no corresponding return, 
and for a tune tho products of grain, 
beef, etc., can bo sold moro cheaply 
than tho same can bo grown whore an 
expenditure must bo mado In food for 
tho soil. But as fertility is so largely 
dependent upon the amount of nitrogen 
in tho soil, and this is stored up onhTby 
previous generations of plants, any so- 
vero cropping—in which moro nitron-en 
is removed from tho soil in the crop 
than is formed and stored UD in the 
soil during.tho same period—will soon- 
er or later bring tho most fertile soil 
ton state of exhaustion. There is, 
therefore, an end, though it may be 
many years hence, to the virgin-soil 
farming in America. When this comes, 
all will engage in tho "give and take" 
system, or " supply and demand" prac- 
tice; that is, supply the soil with its 
quota of food, ana demand in return a 
fair compensation for tho expenditure, 
in the shape of a paying crop. When 
this time comes, the competition be- 
tween the farmers upon the new and 
tho old lands will bo moro healthful,

At tho Parisian modis- 
tes', whorojprofessional packers arc em- 
ployed, thc .art of drcss-packinn- is 
carried to perfection. Thc dross is 
taken, and if it is separate from tho 
corsage, it can bo laid in the tray with 
only a slight fold at tho top of the skirt. 
Tho train is spread out first; then every 
puff or fold is kept up by soft wads of 
yellow tissue-paper, white having been 
found to darken white and delicately- 
tinted satins. This is to prevent tho 
creasing or crushing to which velvet 
and satin are particularly liable. Largo 
sheets of tho paper aro then placed over 
tho wholo. The waist is next taken and 
laid out fiat, like a bat. upon tho paper- 
covered skirt.

therefore, it is wise to begin in season, 
say at least a day before it seems at all 
necessary to do so. Seo that your 
tiunks arc iu order, and allow ample 
time for any repairs which aro to bo 
ntado, for mechanics, 
know to our sorrow, t...

After tho trunks aro ready, got every- 
thing together which is to bo pocked, 
sfiid then go quietly and systematically 
W work.

Kindly Treatment of Domestic Anlmnls. 


Nothing can be moro foolish than the 


attempt to catch cither a horse, cow, 
pig. shcop or dop by running after it. 
How many futile attempts to catch a 
horso have been made in pursuance of 
the above method. 
How many timos 


has tho horso, just as tho hired man was 
about to walk up to its head and at thc 
point of catching it, mado a sudden 
wheel and shown the brightness of its 
shoes. At this juncture we havo scon n 
little boy, who had never struck tho 
horso with a whip, but who had given 
tho animal many an apple in clays gone 
by, stroking him and playing with him 
—at tho time wo havo seen even this 
little fellow take tho horso quietly by 
theforotop, and together they would 
go to any desired point. Or perhaps a 
lady makes her appearance, in whom 
the howo recognizes a friend who has 
frequently regaled him with a lump of 
sugar. Ho docs not orcn wait -for the 
lady to come to him; for ho goes to her, 
and tho simple lump of sugar will en- 
able his mistress to lead tho noble horse 
to his stall, a task which all tho chasing 
and yelling of tho hired man has failed 
to accomplish. Tho intelligent animal 
is attracted neither by tho personal np- 
poaranco nor tho tono of voice of tho 
rough fellow who strives to rule by 
force alone. 


Another individual attempts by run- 


ning and yelling to catch his cow or 
cows. Why do those naturally gentle 
animals run away from him? 'Because 
they remember full well that on former 
occasions, when ho has succeeded in 
catching them, a scries of blows from 
somo heavy cudgel has been their re- 
ward. Is there not somo better way of 
securing tho good will of our herds and 
in managing them as wo wishP There 
is a hollow placo on thc heart of every 
cow, 
just behind the junction of tho 


horns, which is commonly full of dust, 
short hairs and tho like, causino- the 
animal an itching sensation. It is a 
source of extreme pleasure to the cow 
to havo tho spot scratched, and (since 
from its location the animal herself 
cannot roach it), hence, whon her 
keeper approaches her, cither in tho 
stable or in tho pasture, an era of good 
feeling may at once bo established if 
duo attention bo paid to scratching thie 
hollow spot If, at your first ap- 
proach, thc cow is a little shy, offer her 
from one hand a nubbin of corn whilo 
with the other hand you gently scratch 
the particular spot in hor head men- 
tioned above. In a very short time, 
whenever you go into their pasture, tho 
whole herd will come to you to havo 
their heads scratched, and you will soon 
bo satisfied that It is as easy to have 
them follow you as Ito resort to driving 
and loud noiso.— American Cultivator.
